Cites Supreme Court Decision 


Court Suit Is Filed To Stop “Straw Vote’’ 


The long-debated issue over 
the location’ of the Coffee 
County Courthouse took ano- 
ther turn Tuesday, A suit to 
stop the proposed ‘‘straw vote”’ 
election proposed by the

Coffee County Commission was 
filed by Elba attorney G. A, 
Lindsey, on behalf of Mrs. 
Refina Grimes, ‘‘on behalf of 
herself and all resident citi- 
zens and taxpayers of Coffee 


County.” 

The election was scheduled 
for March 2ist of this year, 
with a run-off if needed on 
April 4th, The voters of the 
county were to mark one of 
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five choices on the location 
of a courthouse and also in- 
dicate yes or no on support of 
additional tax *to finance any 
approved new construction, 
The five choices were (1)

Kinston Council 


Attacks Dog 


The Kinston City Council 
met on Tuesday night, Febru- 
ary 21, at City Hall, and voted 
unanimously to adopt an ord- 
inance containing strict regu- 
lations to be enforced in an 
effort to rid the town of roam- 
ing animals and fowl, : 

The ordinance states “No 
person owning or having in 
his custody animals or fowl 
shall permit same to go at 
large to the injury or annoy- 
ance of others. Nor shall such 
animals or fowl be permitted 
at large upon the streets or 
other public ways of the town; 
such action is declared to be 
a nuisance and dangerous’ to 
public health,” 

In an attempt to clarify the 
wording of the ordinance, the 
council defined ‘‘animal’’ as all 
types of animals both domesti- 
cated and wild, both male and 
female. This also includes 
swine type auimals, ‘“Fowl’’ 
was defined as any and ail 
fowl, both domesticated and 
wild, male and female, The 
term ‘“‘at large’ shall mean 
off the premises of the owner 
or custodian of the animal or 
fowl and not under the imme- 
diate control of the owner or 
custodian, 

The animal or fawl owners 
must also keep their premises 
clean, according to the ordi- 
nance, ‘Such premises where 
animals and/or fowl are per- 
mitted shall at all times be 
kept in a sanitary condition 
acceptable to the County Health 
officer of Coffee County, for 
the protection of public health, 
Every house, stable, shed or 
barn where animals and/or 
fowls are kept shall be dry and 
well drained with no  fly- 
breeding or rat-harborage pre- 
sent,”” 

The police department will 
act as the enforcing agency of 
the ordinance, and upon re- 
quest, will pick up the animal 
or fowl in violation of the law. 
The police will attempt to ob- 
tain the name of the owner of 
the animal or fowl, and if the 
owner is found, the police will 
serve a warrant to the owner 
for letting the animai or fowl 
go at large. 

If the owner of the animal 
or fowl] cannot be located, the 
police will take the animal to 
the nearest humane shelter, 
If the animal is not claimed 


Problem 
within 24 hours, it will be 
destroyed, 


The ordinance further st- 
ates: ‘‘Any violation of this 
ordinance shall be deemed by 
the town of Kinston, Alabama, 
as a misdemeanor, and shall 
be punishable by a fine of not 
less than $25 nor more than 
$100, or not more than thirty 
(30) days in the City Jail, or 
both. Each day of any such 
violation of this ordinance sh- 
all be deemed a separate and 
punishable offense,’’ 

The ordinance went into ef- 
fect immediately upon its adop- 
tion and publication as required 
by law, 


In other action, Mayor 
Hunko informed the council he 
was writing a letter to the 
city’s insurance company in an 
effort to get a lower rate on 
insurance for the water sys- 
tem. Hunko stated that since 
the water system had been 
improved, the insurance rates 
should go down, 


In other action at Tuesday’s 
meeting, the Council: 
***bostponed action on a pay 
raise for Water Superintend- 
ent Howard Smith until the 
next meeting; 

*** Aoreed to let the Science 
Club use the city’s tables for 
a science fair at school; 
*"Decided since the Twin 
City Speedway was located out- 
side the city limits, the city 
would not be responsible for 
furnishing garbage pickup (a 
possible fee for pickup will be 
discussed at the next meeting); 
***Reported that when weather 
permits, the street department 
will patch potholes in the 
streets; 

***Heard Fire Chief Bill 
Mullins thank the city for pur- 
chasing a new beacon-light for 
the truck. Mullins reported 
the State Fire Marshall would 
help rid the city of possible 
fire traps, 

The next meeting will be 
held on Tuesday night,March 
7,at 7 p.m,

The Elba City Council took 
a giant step Tuesday night by 
voting unanimously to accept 
the recommendations of Mayor 
Robert Folsom and purchase 
the Elba Exchange Bank build- 
ing. Bank officials were at 
the meeting and offered the 
building to the council for 
$175,000 and said the bank 
would finance the purchase at 
7% interest, The fourteen- 
year-old building will be avail- 
able in about eighteen months 
when the bank completes con- 
Struction of new facilities, No 
announcement was made on the 
exact location of these new 
facilities, 

Folsom noted that by making 
a $20,000 down payment, the 
monthly amount would be 
$18,000, Ifthe building is 
used by the city as a city hall, 
and the water and electric board 
Shares the building, both can 
share the monthly payment, 
Folsom said, He suggested a 
$1,000 a month rent from the 
W & & to be combined with 
$800 of general fund money 
from an old bond issue that 
year, 


Water and Electric chair- 
man Charles Hayes was pre- 
sent and pointed out to the 
council that the mayor and two

councilmen were on the board 
and therefore the council con- 
troled any action of the utility 
board, and if they wanted any- 
thing the board had, all they 
had to do was just vote to 
transfer it to the city. He 
added that the request for the 
$1000 was not unreasonable as 
the utility had given the city 
over $20,000 in cash last year 
in addition to $41,000 in util- 
ities. 

A length discussion devel- 
oped over how much money the 
utility should transfer to the 
city each year, Councilman 
Dud English strongly urged the 
utility give at least $3000 a 
month (3% of gross) and that 


this be put in writing. Others: 


noted that the utility rates couta 
be increased to create any 
amount the council wanted, 
again due to the council’s being 
in the majority on the board; 
however, many Elba customers 
could change over to Covington 
Electric if the rates got too 
high. 

The council voted their in- 
tent to purchase the building 
after the members of the 
council serving on the utility 
board said they would formal- 
ly agree at their next meeting 
to lease part of the building 
from the city.

Appointed To Board 


The Elba City Council met 
Tuesday night with all mem4 
bers present and Mayor 
Robert Folsom presiding. 

In addition to the purchase 
of the bank building reported 
in a related article on this 
page, the council took only one 
official action and postponed 
several others until later 
dates, 

Mrs, Lister Brunson - 
(Carolyn) was appointed to 
fill out the unexpired term of 
her late husband on the Elba 
Hospital Boird. The council 
had postponed filling the post 
for several weeks in hopes 
she would consent to accept- 
ing. Mr. Brunson had served 
only a small part of the cur- 
rent five-year term after being 
reappointed in 1977, The coun- 
cil noted this was both in rec- 
ognition of the outstanding 
service her husband had per- 
formed for the hospital and 
nursing home, and also ack- 
nowledging her wisdom and 
ability to help the Board as 
the hospital and nursing home 
suffer growing pains, 


Mrs, Linda Boyce reported 
to the council about the library 
project committee, to which 
the Council had appointed her 
to serve. Mrs. Boyce noted 
that the purchase of the bank 
building could possibly serve 
as a library, and she would 
check on the possibility of 
using it as a combined school- 
city library. 

Mrs, Boyce reported that 
the committee she had work- 
ing with her had met once and 
was to meet again this week. 
Several buildings are being 
looked at as possible new 
library sites, she noted, but 
no decisions have been 
reached. Until something con- 
crete is arrived at, Mrs, Boyce 
has not started actively sol- 
iciting donations, 


No action was taken on in- 
creasing the garbage fee be- 
cause it was not clear to the 
city council what or when the 
county commission was going 
to charge. 


The dog problem was again 
discussed, but no action was 
taken. A representative of a 
linen company discussed uni- 
forms for the city employees, 
but it was tabled for further 
study after City Clerk Jack 
Prescott noed it would cost 
$300 a week to furnish all 
employees with uniforms, 


Recreation Director Bo 
Dunaway reported on the rec- 
reation program and the needs 
for the summer season, Only 
one set of ball uniforms is 
needed this year along with 
balls, bats and other related 
equipment, The council pointed 
out that the budget called for 
some expenditure for recrea- 
tion equipment, and for him to 
get with the city clerk on 
getting the best prices. 

Dunaway reported that the 
cost of men’s softball league 
would have to be $105 a team 
just to break even. Women 
Softball will cost $25. The 
lower cost is due to using 
unpaid umpires for the wom- 
en’s league, He also asked 
for permission to set up a 
girls softhall league. 


Ronnie Young reported to 
the council on the Little Lea- 
gue basketball and that about 
35 boys were involved on four 
teams, He asked the city for 
$50 to buy trophies at the end 
of the season. No action was 
taken on this, After personal 
donations by every council- 
man, the mayor and John 
Holley, more than the amount 
needed was raised,

The Elba Water and Elec-~ 
tric Board met ‘Tuesday at 
5:30 with all members but 
Mayor Robert Folsom present, 
Chairman Charles Hayes told 
the board members of the 
monthly results in collecting 
utility bills, $503.98 was the 
total of bills over 30 days old 
but still considered collect- 
ible. $1,215.52 was in active 
accounts with one thousand in 
deposits to apply against these 
and $451.03 due on meters pul- 
led for non-payment. This 
was out of a total billing of 
over a hundred and eleven th- 
ousand dollars, 

A report of the annual audit 
was presented to the board by 
Bill Carr, who performed the 
audit, Carr reported that the 
utility board was in a strong 
financial condition and would 
sell for a fancy price if sold 
to @ publicly owned power 
company, 

Carr noted that the sale of 
electricity lost $55,000 but was 
overcome by other income; 
however, he recommended that 
the profit of $22,000 realized 
by the board be increased be- 
cause this wasn’t enough float 
to cover storm damage, floods, 
etc., especially when the total 
revenue was near 1-1/2 mil- 
lion dollars, 

The annual audit revealed 
the use of $41,134.09 worth of 
electricity by city offices and 
transfer of $24,555.88 in cash 
to the city. The cost of elec- 
tricity purchased from Ala- 
bama Electric increased 66% 
to over one million dollars, 
mostly due to increased rates, 

Carr noted that the con-

(5) Build two new courthouses, 
At the bottom of the ballot 
is a question asking “If you 
voted for any of the above 
proposals, will you be willing 
to support additional taxes to 
finance the project?”’ 


The vote was only to give 
the commissioners,  legisla- 
tive delegation and people of 
the county an indication of the 
wishes of the voters.

The suit asked for a tem- 
porary restraining order to be 
issued as soon as possible, 
and a final decree as provided 
by law, Initially the hearing 
for the temporary injunction 
was scheduled for this Friday 
at 9 a.m., but due to the en- 
tire county governing body 
being scheduled to attend a 
meeting in North Alabama on 
that date, Circuit Judge Riley 
Green re-scheduled the hear- 
ing on Thursday, March 2, At 
that time the entire proceed- 
ings will be heard. 

Attorney Lindsey, when 
contacted about the delay, said 
he understood the conflict, and 
was not upset when the judge 
rescheduled the hearing. 

Lindsey noted in the com- 
plaint two sections of the 
Alabama Constitution con- 
cerning courthouse locations, 
The first notes that’no court- 
house or county.site shall be 
removed except by a majority 
vote of the qualified electors 
of said county, voting at an 
election held for such pur- 
pose, 

The second section quoted 
notes that “The legislature 
Shall not pass a special, pri- 


tinuing improvements being 
made to the utility system would

One criticism issued by 
Carr had been recognized by 
board members previously. The

in advance, advising the com- 
missioners of their want of 
power, and restraining them 
from proceeding with a mean- 
ingless and useless election.”’ 

The estimated cost of such 
an election is $9,200, accord- 
ing to the papers filed in the 
case, 


The county commission has 
been holding numerous meet- 
ings throughout the past several 
months to discuss the court- 
house issue, Many, if not 
most, of these meetings were 
held behind closed doors, and 
on one occasion they adjourned 
a regular meeting only to 
come back a short time later 


A one-mill increase in the 
wholesale rate has been voted 
by Alabama Electric and will 
be passed on to Elba electric 
users, It will show up in the 
fuel adjustment part of the bill 
due to accounting methods, This 
will amount to a fifty cent 
increase in an electric bill 
totaling $50.00,

LAW ENFORCEMENT IS 
EVERYBODY'S BUSINESS 


PROTECTING SMALL CHILDREN FROM CRIMINAL ACTS 


Most parents are natural- 
ly deeply concerned with the 
protection of their children, 
yet many times when the very 
young become victims of crimi- 
nal attack, it is obvious to out 
siders the circumstances which 
made the crime possible could 
have been avoided, had the par- 
ents been more alert to poten- 
tial dangers, and given more 
thorough instructions, 

Child molestation, for ex- 
ample, usually starts with 
offers of gifts, a ride home, 
etc. With new social outlooks 
today, parents too often omit 
the basic fundamentals — that 
Should be exercised in the 
instruction of their children 
on this subject, To understand 
the seriousness of why offers 
from strangers should not be 
accepted, children need fre~ 
quent admonishment ~ straight 
talk - given in a manner’ to 
instill awareness, without 
causing paranoia-like thinking, 

Youngsters should be taught 
they must not unlock doors and 
invite strangers into the home. 
even though parents are some~ 
where about, The serious in- 
truder will take advantage of a 


_child’s natural friendliness to 
» gain, admittance, and by the 


time the parent becomes aw- 
are of the situation a crimi- 
nal bent on robbery or phy- 
sical harm could be standing 
in your midst. Locked doors 
prevent dangerous surprises, 

Requests to use the tele- 
phone for emergencies. are 
commonly used to gain entry 
to your home, These should 
be met with caution, suspicion, 
Offer to make the call for the 
troubled person at the door, 
without allowing admittance. 
Let children see you are cau- 
tious about letting anyone talk 
his way into your home, 

Children like to talk on the 
telephone and often innocently 
give strangers information that 
could be useful in burglarizing 
your home, Insist that noinfor- 
mation of any kind be given 
over the phone, unless the child 
recognizes the voice, Particu- 
larly important is not mention- 
ing parents are not at home. 

Experienced criminals, 
ranging from housebreakers to 
kidnappers, may take the time 
for the purpose of gleaning in- 
formation from them through 
small talk on the streets, The 
same rule should apply as with 
the telephone. 

Very young children, espec~ 
ially girls, are frequently too 
embarrassed to mention im- 
proper advances made to them 
by older people. Through dis- 
cussions of such possibilities 
with the child, he/she should 
be encouraged to openly discuss 
any matter involving unusual 
actions or improper sugges- 
tions. Insist -- giving practi- 
cal examples -- things of this 
nature should not be hidden, 

Baby sitters should be 
thoroughly checked for back- 
ground, and should never be 
hired for the first time on the 
Spur of the moment, . Call 
references who have used the 
Sitter recently, locally. Even 
Some “little old ladies’’ with 
kindly smiles, and chi!dren of 
their own, are not Sa‘e to 
leave with children, even th- 
ough crime potential is not 
the immediate concern, Ifa 
teenager is used, demand that 
no visiting friends be allowed 
in your home while you’re 
away. 

Many cases of child mol- 
esting take place when child- 
ren are left daily in the homes 
of sitters, while the mother 
works, Here again, check ref- 
erences, inspect the home in 
which your child will be left, 
personally. Make it a point 
to meet and learn something 


about her husband, children and, 
if single, the type of men with 
whom she keeps company, 
Carefully evaluate the entire 
scene, 

Get to know your neighbors, 
particularly those your child 
enjoys visiting when unaccom- 
panied by you. Don’t feel se- 
cure in the fact that the person 
lives close by and therefore 
should be ‘‘alright.’”’ Proximity 
is hardly good basis for char- 
acter recominendation, 


MANAGING 
Wa 


If you are a member of a 
dual-income household, or 
expect to be, you'll have to 
come to grips with some 
special money management 
problems. 

The Consumer Credit In- 
stitute, a counseling service 
of consumer finance com- 
panies, recommends that 
both wage earners establish 
a true money management 
partnership. This will take 
considerable planning and 
discussion, but time will 
prove that the effort is 
worthwhile. 

Develop a conservative 
plan for handling the second 
paycheck. Combine the two 
take-home salaries and use 
half of that amount to meet 
necessary expenses, such as 
rent or mortgage payments, 
utilities, food, and clothing. 
Use the remaining half for 
savings and one-time, cash 
purchases such as furniture, 
appliances or a vacation. 

A money management 
plan of this nature keeps 
your basic living costs down, 
And, it offers flexibility: 
One of the wage earners 
could stop working tempo- 
rarily to return to school or 
train for a new job. The 
wife might take time out to 
begin raising a family. And, 
if one wage earner is tempo- 
rarily forced out of work as 
a result of illness or layoff, 
the family could continue 
to live at a standard of living 
that is close to its normal 
expectations, 

Keep in mind that all 
income belongs to both 
members of the husband- 
and-wife team. Avoid mak- 
ing major purchases for cash 
or credit without discussing 
the subject and obtaining 
agreement from the other 
member of the financial 
partnership. 

And, remember to include 
personal allowances for 
both husband and wife. 
Agree on proper amount so 
each wage earner can have 
some money that he or she 
does not have to account for.

It’s Mardi Gras season, and 
Tuesday, February 7 was 
Mardi Gras Day in New Or- 
leans, ‘It was the peak of the 
‘carnival season which began 
in January with a series of 
private costume balls, par- 
ades and masquerade balls, 

Business activity ceased on 
Mardi Gras Day, and thousands 
of persons crowded the streets 


joining in the festivities. 

The French Ui Class cele- 
brated Mardi Gras with the 
New Orleanians with a Mardi 
Gras feast prepared by Mrs. 
Padgett and members of the 
class, The menu made from 
French recipes consisted of 
grillades and grits, spiced pea- 
ches, sausage, cheese biscuits, 
bes de cochons, Mardi 

as Cake, glazed carrots, 
French bread, grape juice (sub- 
stitute for wine which French- 
men drink with their meals), 
and a variety of fruits and 
cheeses, 

Grillades and Grits is a 
popular dish for breakfast or 
lunch in New Orleans, It 
consists of round steak sim- 
mered for hours in a savory 
tomato sauce and served over 
hot buttery grits. Oreilles 
de Cochon, or “pig’s ears,” 
get their name because of ap- 
pearance rather than from an 
ingredient, They are actually 
crisp, deep-fried pastries that 
have been dipped in hot cane 
syrup and sprinkled with 
pecans, The Mardi Gras 
Cake is served throughout the 
carnival season, 


The exact date of Mardi Gras + 
varies each year, It is tra- 
ditionally the Tuesday before _ 
Ash Wednesday, which begins 
Lent, a season of personal sac- 
rifice and of ‘‘sack cloth and 
ashes.”? Mardi Gras, which 
means “Fat Tuesday” in 
French, is a last chance to 
have fun, eat and drink plenti- 
fully before the long period - 
(forty days) of fasting and 
penance begins,

THREE SEASONS CLUB 


Dr, Warren Marshall Rings- 
dorf, Jr., was the guest speak- 
er at the Three Seasons Study 
Club meeting on Saturday, Feb- 
ruary 11, He presented a pro- 
gram on ‘How to Get Well 
and/or Stay Well.’’ 

Dr, Ringsdorf was born in 
Elba, the son of Dr, and Mrs, 
W.M. Ringsdorf, Sr, He re- 
ceived an AB degree from 


Asbury College, Wilmore, 
Kentucky, in 1951; a 
MS degree in 1956 


from the Upiversity of Ala- 
bama Graduate School in Tus- 
caloosa, and a DMD degree in 
1956 from the University of 
Alabama School of Dentistry 
in Birmingham, 

He became a Fellow in Oral 
Medicine at the University of 
Alabama School of Dentistry in 
1962, He is currently a full- 
time Associate Professor in 
the Department of Oral Medi- 
cine at the University of Ala- 


bama School of Dentistry, He 
also maintains a private intra- 
mural practice in nutritional 


counseling, Dr, Ringsdorf has 
authored and co-au'liored five 
books and approximeiely 300 


articles in medical and dental 
literature, 

Betsy Cramton, president 
of the Three Seasons Club, 
welcomed Dr, Ringsdorf and 
other guests,Dr, James Boyce 
introduced Dr, Ringsdorf, 

Dr, Ringsdorf discussed 
prevention vs, cure, and how 
nutrition fits into the prevent- 
ative program. He _ pointed 
out that in 1976, $139 billion 
was spent in the United States 
for health care, much of that 
money going to ‘‘curing’’ dis- 
eases instead of “preventing” 
their occurrences, Despite the 
huge sums of money spent for 
medical care, the percentage 
of people with chronic dis- 
eases, such as cancer, heart 


disease and diabetes is inc- 
reasing. 

Dr, Ringsdorf believes that 
a nutritionally sound diet will 
prevent illness or slow, stop, 
or reverse diseases already 
contracted, Nutritional defic- 
iences, he said, can cause anx~ 
iety, backache, confusion, de- 
pression, irritability, muscle 
pain, palpitation or other 
diseases, 

Dr. .Ringsdorf pointed out 
there there are many facets 
of good nutrtion, but no other 
is as important as eliminating 
as much sugar as possible from 
the diet, 

After the presentation, Dr.
